Dear  President  Falconer- 


Slnce  receiving  your  favor  of  December 


14th  in  regard  to  reciprocity  between  the  Medical  Councils  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ontario,  I  have  conferred  with  the  Dean  of  our 
Medical  Faculty  and  one  or  two  others^ including  Dr.  Ferguson, 
our  representative  on  the  Ontario  Medical  Council. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  entire  undnimity  amongst  the 
medical  men  here  as  to  the  best  course  to  pursue  in  reference  to 
this  question.  We  have  considered  the  question  of  calling  a 
hurried  meeting  before  next  Monday  to  see  if  some  policy  could  be 
agreed  upon.  But  the  time  is  so  shorthand  while  there  is  the 
general  impression  that  the  medical  standards  of  the  Old  Country 
have  been  advanced  recently,  there  is  no  exact  information  as  to 
what  particular  advancement  has  been  made.  The  calling  of  a  meet¬ 
ing,  therefore,  without  having  time  to  secure  more  information 
than  appears  to  be  available  on  this  point  would  seem  to  be  of 
doubtful  value.  I  am  afraid,  therefore,  that  as  far  as  we  are 
concerned  we  shall  have  to  leave  the  matter  very  much  in  the 
hands  of  our  representative.  Dr.  Ferguson,  who  expects  to  be  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Medical  Council  in  Toronto  next  Monday.
